Continue an Act of the Eleventh and Twelfth Years 
of Her present Majesty, for amending the Laws 
relating to Savings Banks in Ireland. 


W HEREAS an Act was passed in the Twelfth Year of the PreraWc. 
Reiga of Her Majesty, intituled “ An Act to amend the 
“ Laws relating to Savings Banks in Ireland:” And 
whereas the said Act was continued in force by another Act passed 
5 in the Seventeenth and Eighteenth Years of the Reign of Her Majesty 
until the First Day of January One thousand eight hundred and 
fifty-eight, and until the End of the then next ensuing Session of 
Parliament : And whereas it is expedient that the said first-recited 
Act should be further continued: Be it therefore enacted by the 
10 Queen’s most Excellent Majesty, by and with the Advice and Consent 
of the Lords Spiritual and Temporal, and Commons, in this present 
Parliament assembled, and by the Authority of the same : 

I. That the said Act of the Eleventh and Twelfth Years of Her 
Majesty shall be further continued imtil the First Day of January '
